the defeat of a candidate who is a sup- 
porter of the Carranza government. 
Only a moderate sized vote was cast, 
and no disorders accompanied the poll- 
ing. 

No important opposition was offered 
in Mexico City to the candidacy of 
twelve generals and public officials who 
will represent the federal district in the 
convention. 

Altogether there will be 200 deputies 
in the convention, which will ratify all 
decrees and constitutional amendments 


a new constitution. 

The deputies must conclude their work 
within two months, although the dura- 
tion of the deliberations is expected to 
be finished in two or three weeks. Elec- 
tions for members of the constitutional 
congress and for president will not be 
called until the new constitution has | 
been ratified.

The principal sufferers in the private bank col 
lapses in Chiesgo have been the unfortunates least 
able to be protected fren just such catastrophes— 
immigrants who have not had time to learn the cus- 
tome ef Illinois, notably that genial custom of al- 
lowing any adventurer to bang out a sign marked 
“bank” and forthwith be e‘igible to receive the 
funds of the guileless depositor. It is because these 
unhappy victims do not know their way, do not have 


even speak English in many cases, that they are 
the principal sufferers. Our laws do little to protect 


organizations as the Immigrants’ Protective league 
falls the arduous ard often thankless task. 

The president of this organization, Judge WiN 
tions which should be of aid in the devising of WLat- 
ever too long delayed laws the Illinois legislature 
may enact at the coming session. Judge Mack 
points out, for example, that an enormous amount of 
the immigrants’ banking business is the forwarding 
of money to dependents in Europe : 

There are many private bankers who do this 
work well, just as there are many who conduct their 
general banking business well. The difficulty is that 
there are so many who do it ill. The actual tor 
warding .s generally through reputable banks or 
express companies, and these are not in a position to 
exercise mugh supervision over their private banker 
agents, for whom they are in no sense legally re- 
sponsible. Accordingly, if the reputable foreig: ex- 
change concern obtains the money, presumably it 
will go to the right relative in the old countgy, as. 
the immigrant desires. The only quest:on is whetber 
the transfer from the private banker to the foreign 
exchange company ever takes place. That infor- 
mation is not quick'y obtainable, There is time for 
the “banker” to disappear. — 

Judge Mack referred to the 1918 inquiry of the 
league, Which showed there were 127 private bankers 
in Chicago chiefly engaged in forwarding funds 
abroad. He suggests 200 as the probable number 
today. He insists that no bank legi:lation will be 
complete unless there is also requirement of ¢ 
certificate permitting the holder to engage in the 
forwarding of money to fore.gn countries. Other- 
wise, he says, most of the 200 will abandon the title. 
of “banker,” become “ agents,” and thus evade the 
law. Such a certificate would be obtained only by 
those submitting to examination of books and such 
other rules as the state auditor shoud establish. |

Rises in blood pressure can be reduced 
by diet. The diet for the first day should 
consist of fruit and bran bread. After this 
has been kept op for a few days it will 
be necessary to take more food lu order to 
maintain the strength. The amount of meat 
eaten should be very small. Bread. sugar, 
starches, fruits, and vegetables should form 
the mainstay of the menu. 

Apoplexy as a cause of death ts of in- 
creasing itrportance. The report of the 
vital statistics division of the census office 
for 1814 shows apoplexy ranking ‘fifth among 
the causes of death. Organic heart disease 
was first, tuberculosis second, pneumonia 
third. Bright’s disease fourth, and apoplexy 
Arth. 

Furthermore it is of increasing 
In 1904 it was seventh in rank. Its death 
rate was 70 as compared with the tuber- 
eulosis rate of 200. In 1014 the apoplexy 
rate was 77.7 and that of tuberculosis 146.8. 

Apoplexy is due to the breaking of « 
blood vessel in the brain. Normal, healthy 
blood veseele do not break under the pres- 
gure of the blood. Therefore, back of apo- 
plexy there lie diseased blood vessels. Back 
of diseased biced vessels tere lie the causes 
of atheroma. Among such are chronic in- 
fections, syphillis, lead polsoning, the use 
of tobacco, of alcohol, chronic comstipation. 
and perhaps the bubituai drinking of hard 


water, ots ete .

Militia a State Organization. 

To defeat Mr. Garrison's plan Mr. 
Hey brought forward a plan to fed- 
eralize’’ the militia. The name is a 
sham. It cannot be other than a sham 
while the federal constitution lasts, be- 
cause that constitution expressly rec- 
| ognizes the militia as belonging to the 
several states and expressly reserves 
to those states the appointment of the 
officers and the authority of, training 
the men. 

The power over the militia which the 
constitution gives to the central: govern- 
ment is restricted to providing by stat- 
ute for the method of their organiza- 
tion and discipiine and to calling them 
into the federal service for certain lim- 
ited purposes. In all other respects the 
remain the soldiers of the states. 

Thus the constitution recognized what 
has always been the practical fact—that 
the militia organizations are a kind of 


nome gyard.’a force of men ready to 


protect their hearths and firesides, but 
not ready to do general service for the 
general government. They are com- 
posed of men the majority of whom 
have important business obtignifons and 
home ties. 


Profit in wn Lessons. 

They have a most useful function to 
perform in our country, but it te not the 
function of general military duty. In 
several wars in our national History we 
have tried to use them for such general 
duty, and the result has been uniformly 
disastrous. 

The most noticeable case was in the 
war of 1812, where we attempjed to rely 
almost altogether on the militia of the 
several states. It would be hard to find 
an instance of 4 more humiliating or 
disastrous war engaged in by any mod- 
ern civilized nation, and it brought out 
all of the weaknesses of divided control. 

We called out no less than 527.000 
men to fight an enemy whose land 
force, all told, amounted to only 54,000; 
we were defeated in almost all of our 
battles; our capitol] was captured and 
burned, and sixty years after the war 
was over we were still paying a larger 


army of the United States the eng de 
fore the war degan. 


Citizen Soldiers Needed. : 
The country needed a national force of 
Citizen soldiers under federal, control. 
The general staff so recommended. Mr. 
Garrison's plan provided it. 

Mr. Hay’s plan did not provide it, but 
instead proposed ‘to increase the pay of 
our existing state militias, in the hope 
of increasing, the numbers of a force 
which, from its constitutional nature 
could not possibly become an adequate 
or efficient national army. 

The issue was clear cut. On the one 
side, the general staff and the ‘secre- 
tary of war and also every patricti¢ 
defense society in the United States.

OHIO PLAYER WHO DEFEATED

in Love Never Dies 
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Wheat Stocks Unusually Light. 

The marketing of winter wheat from 
the sections which had about the only 
big surplus has been enormo 
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in all the markets o 
Canada, with Liverpool holding back, 
the market there being under govern- 
ment control. 


English Governmen 

The taking over of 
f wheat and contracts for wheat and 
fiour in the United Kingdom by the 
British government denotes & realiza- 
tion of the situation and the intention 
to conserve supplies and prevent ex- 
orbitant prices resulting from private 
manipulation as much as possible. The 
action of the British government may 
mean greater economy abroad, but it 
does not mean there will be any more 
wheat available, and with the surplus 
in this country already largely placed 
for export and an enormous milling de- 
mand, the situation the world over is 
acute. 

In northern Argentina the crop is ad- 
mittedly a practical failure and esti- 
mates of the exportable surplus have 
been greatly reduced. 
south of Argentina rain is badly needed. 
Australian and Indian prospects are 
good, but the distance to those coun- 
tries is a drawback. 


Canadian Weather Is Bad. 

_ ‘Winter conditions have set in through- 
out Canada with the wheat less than 
half thrashed and the possibility that 
thrashing will be delayed until spring, 
which will mean a big loss to the qual- 
ity of the gra.n, if not to the quantity, 
through standing out in the shocks. 

It is supposed the allies have fair re- 
serve stocks of wheat and flour avail- 
able, but with present conditions it is 
hardly likely these will be put on sale 
until necessary. Prospects are no 
brighter for the opening of the Darda- 
nelles. Without the release of Russian 
stocks there is little hope for materially 
lower prices under present conditions. 
Submarine operations also have ceased 
to be a market factor, at least tempo- 
rarily. 

Corn Shorts Are Punished. 

Corn shorts were forced to cover at 
tremendous price advances last week. 
Net gains were 8%@l0c higher. The 
big advance in wheat caused moderate 
buying of corn, which started the mar- 
ket on the up grade. Later the Argen- 
tine news became decidedly bullish, with 
sharp upturns in Plate markets, while 
the export demand in this country was 
ald to be active for both old and new 
corn. The strength of the old crop 
situation was shown by the fact No. 2 
yellow sold at $1.00, with other grades 
in proportion. 

The Argentine crop is getting a poor 
start, and with thep rospects of serious
